I beg to say to the 
farmers of the province that in the 
future, as in the past, the kindest 
and most sympathetic consideration 
will be given to agricultural programs. 

Mr. Shaw reiterated his policy of 
action. That is one of the turning 
points in the development of the pro- 
vince, In Alberta there was the 
greatest hope and greatest promise, 
“provided Alberta had legislators of 
capacity and courage.” 

“We need more of the spirit that 
animated the pioneers.” Mr. Shaw 
appealed to the support of the young 
and concluded by a ringing denuncia- 
tion of election irregularities. 

“The Liberal party will never be 
tainted with corrupt or improper con- 
duct while T am associated with it. 
We must banish electoral corruption.” 

One hundred and twenty-five dele- 
gates were present at the convyen- 
tion, and a large number of Liberals 
who, though not delegates, were in- 
vited to take active part in the dis- 
cussions, to make any resolutions 
they saw fit, to nominate any person 
for leader, but not to be allowed to 
vote, this right being reserved for 
the accredited delegates only.

He starts out py making the sweep- 
ing statement that the debenture 
debt of the city at the present time, 
including the school debt, is a larger 
debt per head of population than any 
city in western Canada. ! wonder 
where ‘Subscriber” got his informa: 
tion. There are hundreds cf towns 
and cities in western Canada and out- 


side of a very few places where the | 
information is readily available, it! 
would take him several months to get 
the information he is so ready to im- 

part. 1 will only cite one instance to} 
show the untruth of this statement. 

The net debenture debt of the city of 
Edmonton, including school debt, is 
over nineteen million dollars, or a 

debt of $300.00 per head of popate| 
tion. While the debt of Wetaskiwin 
is very much less, being only about 
$200.00 per capita. Many more cases 
could be mentioned but this one will 
serve to show the ratepayers how 
little importance can be placed in 
his statements, 

A great portion of his letter is taken 
up in an effort to show that in the 
past the city made a great ie 
in spending so much money on three 
gas wells, one of which is now aban-| 
doned. The judgment and good in- 
tentions of the men in authority when 
these wells were drilled should not} 
now be questioned.

do it by running the steam engines 
and our gas engine now is loaded to 
capacity. Not only would the new 
well pay its own way in supplying the 
power plant but in addition would 
provide a good profit for the benefit 
of our citizens. 

He further says that the rates for 
light and power here are higher than 
are charged in other places. This is 
another of “Subscriber's” incorrect 
statements, and he will find as far

Karel Capek, the well known Czech 
writer, has been saying some inter- 
esting things about the homes of 
|Ingland, in which country he has 
| been Visiting of late. As he saw it, 
| the central feature of such homes 
“was not the piano, or the portraits of 
ancestors, or the elegantly equipped 
| bathroom, but the library, and there 
was much significance {n that fact. 
To him the heart of the British home 
was oftener than not the library, and 
it was generally well stocked with 
the best books, books, too, that were 
bound substantially as if they were 
meant to be be read and to last. 

This Czech writer insists that it is 
in England of all countries that the 
author and writer of books is appre- 
ciated and given an opportunity. The 
Englishman provides himself with 
books as with necessities, just as the 
Eskimo would stock himself up with 
fish, or any other people would lay up 
what seemed. to them the absolute 
necessities of life. 

It is a pleasing picture and we be- 
lieve it is measurably true to life. 
Probably in no country in the world 
are hooks appreciated and read by or- 
dinary people as they are in England. 
And in no other country, we fancy, is 
the standard ‘and quality of the books 
read higher. 

And that this fact must have great 
significance in the life of the people 
from many points of view, every one 
would admit. What are the facts in 
regard to our own country and peo- 
ple, we wonder? Is there any chance 
that the library, whether large or 
small, stands at the centre of a large 
percentage of the homes of Canada? 
We cannot answer such a question 
with any feeling of assurance, but we 
are thoroughly convinced that in so 
far as such a condition does prevail 
| among us, we are fortunate and to 
ibe congratulated indeed. Reading, 
jand especially the reading of the 
best things, does make for breadth 
;and culture and happiness in a way 
; almost past ull possibility
